14 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
15 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

18 (A) THE SECRETARY MAY ADOPT REGULATIONS WHICH ESTABLISH

19 PROCEDURES, PARTICIPANT CRITERIA, AND FEES FOR PARTICIPATION IN OR ACCESS
20 TO PROGRAMS AND SERVICES PROVIDED BY THE DEPARTMENT IN ACCORDANCE

21 WITH THISTITLE.

22 (B) THE FEES FOR PROGRAMS OR SERVICES UNDER THISTITLE MAY NOT
23 EXCEED $30 OR THE SUM OF THE FOLLOWING, WHATEVER ISLESS:

24 (1) THE ADMINISTRATIVE COST TO PROCESS APPLICATIONS AND ISSUE
25 PERMITS;
26 2 THE COST TO PROVIDE THE RECREATIONAL ACTIVITY TOTHE

27 PUBLIC; AND

2 (© THE DEPARTMENT MAY DESIGNATE PERSONS TO PROCESS APPLICATIONS

4 RETAIN UP TO 5% OF THE APPLICATION OR PERMIT FEE AS COMPENSATION.

5 (D) FUNDS COLLECTED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THIS SECTION SHALL BE
6 DEPOSITED IN THE STATE WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT AND PROTECTION FUND.

8 July 1, 2004.
